BREEDER  HEN  INVENTORY  BELOW  A YEAR  AGO 

Turkey  breeder  hens  on  December  1,  1977  in  27  States  totaled  3,045,000,  down 
1 percent  from  a year  earlier.  Of  this  total,  2,878,000  were  heavy  breeds,  up 
4 percent  and  167,000  were  light  breeds,  down  44  percent  from  December  1976. 


TURKEYS  RAISED  IN  1977  DECREASED  FROM  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR 

In  1977,  there  were  135.6  million  turkeys  raised  in  the  United  States,  down 
3 percent  from  1976.  Heavy  breed  turkeys  totaled  123,605,000,  almost  unchanged 
from  a year  ago,  and  light  breeds  totaled  12  million,  down  26  percent  from  1976.
